On the sixth day of October last, at 


about 10 o'clock in tho morning, tho 
usual quiet of Newport was greatly dis- 
turbed by the announcement that "Bon 
Burton's killed himself." This startling 
cry was soon followed by ugly rumors 
of foul play and on tho twelfth day of 
that name month tho body was exhum- 
ed and an autopsy held by modieal exam- 
iner Turner. This was tho bogiiiing of 
what has proved a long and tedious in- 
vestigation. A week's inquest by the 
coroner conducted under the direction 
of Patrick J. Galvin, Esq., us Acting 
Attorney General, resulted in the ar- 
rest of Allen W. Dorsoy and flaria B. 
Dorsoy, his wife, on a charge of murder. 
This was soon followed by a clear and 
concise confession of Miss Kinily. D. 
Burton, daughter of the dcsccased and 
sister of Mrs.' Dorsey, which showed 
herself, and Mr. and Mrs. Dorsey joint 
perpetrators of Olio of the most in- 
human and cold-blooded murders ever 
committed. The lower court then ad- 
judged Mr. .and Mrs. Dorsey as proba- 
bly guilty and bound them over to the 
last March term of the Supreme Court. 
At this term Emily came" forward and 
plecdliig guilty to her- share In tho aw- 
ful crime, asked for and received a life 
sentence, but the trial of tho Dorsoys 
was continued to an adjourned term 
of the court which opened here on last 
Monday morning. 


It is a singular fact that public opin- 


ion from the very first had been about 
evenly divided between tho murder and 
suicide theories, Emily's confession, 
which was published in the MKIIOUIIV at 
tho time, notwithstanding. This made 
the work of investigation exceedingly 
unpleasant to those who were prose- 
cuting it, and undoubtedly caused much 
delay in getting at the facts, for those 
who believed It was suicide looked up- 
on the authorities as persecutors rather 
than prosecutors.

Ho says he 
fill make no regular confession to a 
spiritual adviser, -prcfcring that it be 
with his God direct, but admits the 
truth of the statements made by his 
wife and her sinter as regards the crime 
taking exceptions only as to the motive 
for the crime. This ho says no living 
person aside from himself knows and 
no one shall know, but it was not for 
money. 


Sad Drowning Accident.

appears that young Hanson in compa- 
ny with a lad named Rudolph Hill, was 
playing at Swan's wharf and made an 
effort tu go around the plate of the 
wharf to Sherman's wharf. At the 
end is it projecting fence and young 
Hanson endeavoring to pass jt lost his 
hold and fell into the harbor. Hill im- 
mediately caught hold of him and held 
him for a while but-his strength gave 
out anil he let the boy go. Hanson 
sunk but co'lniug to the surface again 
was once more grabbed by Hill who 
was finally compelled to relinquish his 
hold and telling the little.fellow to try 
an;l swim while he went for help, de- 
parted in search of some one. He says 
the child was trying to swim when lie 
left him, when he returned with help 
the 'child was not to be seen. The 
body'vrag recovered after an interval of 
a half hour by William II. JIunro. The 
Coroner decided there was no occasion 
for a jury.

When the court 
opened on Wednesday morning the 
elder Sheffield retired from the defence 
altogether and the younger Sheffield 
from that of Mrs. Dorsey. Mr. Ives 
was then selected for Mrs. Dorsey and 
the trial proceeded. At half past S 
Wednesday evening it was given to the 
jury who four hours later rendered a 
verdict of guilty and a sentence for 
life was immediately imposed upon 
each. The last witness and the only 
one. called by the defence, was Mrs. 
Dorsoy, one of the defendants, whose 
testimony was in corroboration of her 
confcssiou of the night before. Follow- 
ing is her confession verbatim: 


On the night of the quarrel between father 


and me, after my father got through talking 
with me I went up stairs crying. I told my 
sister Kmily that father had ordered Allen and 
me out of the house: I went Into the bedroom 
where Allen was and he asked me what was 
the matter and I told him everything except 
.Miss Ilahcock's letter. He thought I was keep- 
ing something back from him and asked me 
what it was tnree times and llually 1 told him 
about the Haucock letter. He then said I will 
lix your father. The next day it was talked of 
again and when he talked of it I begged him 
not to do It, hut he said ho would do it and 
that I was chicken-hearted. Three or four 
times he told me I was chicken-hearted when 
wo talked about it and when I urged him not 
to do It. On the followinp: Friday night, with 
the revolver he afterwards used in killing my 
father and which lie got himself from the 
bureau drawer he went down stairs for the 
purpose of killing him while he was asleep in 
his lied room. The only reason that he did not 
kill him then was that my father was not in the 
house. On the following: day—Saturday—he 
spoke tome ol what he tried to do the night 
before and I took the revolver which was then 
In our hedroom and placed it hack in father'* 
bureau drawer. He afterwards got the revolv- 
er from there and said that he would kill my 
father as soon as possible! Afterwards he said 
again, when I asked htm not to do it. that I 
was chicken-hearted and said that he fully in- 
tended, to kill him. I saw my father every day, 
?atnrdav, Sunday and Monday, anil Tuesday, 
Uiedaybfhiailcath.and could have told him 
what Allen intended to do, hut I did hot tell 
him. 
On the day that Allen killed my father 


he had the revolver in our bedroom and he 
told me that he was going to do it that morn- 
ing while he was at Ills breakfast. I saw my 
fauiercomc into Ills breakfast. Allen knew 
that he was down stairs and he told me to go 
to Mrs. Trager who was in the yard hanging 
out clothes anil take her away, that she (.Mrs. 
Tracer) might not Sec him do it. I did this 
and I could not hear anyhow to he in tho house 
while Allen was killing-my father. I aslicil

The scheme for » permanent Exposi- 


tion in Washington seems to be making 
good progress and taking shape. One 
of the interesting things which came up 
at the last weekly meeting hold in its 
behalf was tho statement that the pro- 
ject of colouriting the 400th anniversa- 
ry of the discovery of America by Col- 
umbus had been discussed in Spain for 
the last two years, and that she pro- 
posed to send a duplicate of the origin- 
al fleet which brought the adventurous 
mariners to these shores. 


President Cleveland promised to give 


his influence to the enterprise by call- 
iui! tho attention of Congress to tho 
matter in his next annual address. 
The plan is being forwarded by private 
contributions, and it is thought that 
Congress will appropriate tho needed 
money as soon as it is proven that there 
is a public demand for it, since Mem- 
bers in both- Houses have spoken favor- 
ably of the scheme. The Governors of 
Stsites atitl Territories have boon made 


t,x qfflcia 
members of the committee 


having charge of tho proposed enter- 
prise, and they will all be invited to a 
conference in this city about tho time 
of the reassembling of Congress. 


When tho history of tho present Ad- 


ministration is written, President Clove- 
land will be called tlio ClrunpUm Voto- 
or of tho nineteenth century, or some- 
thing similar. All tho week long Con- 
gross has boon hearing from different 
ones of those hundreds of private pon- 
sion bills which were passed with such 
reckless confusion several weeks ago. 


And yot tho President can veto a bill 


much easier than Congress can pass it. 
Ho has made a record of 70 votes since 
his inauguration, and indeed on one day 
of the past week he was so much occu- 
pied in examining pension bills that 
ho denied himself to all callers and even 
post-poiicd the regular Cabinet meeting. 
It would seem that he is not averse 
to the exercise of his veto power either, 
for he allows a little grim humor to crop 
out now and then in his veto messages. 
For instance, in notifying Congress of 
his disapproval of a bill to pension a 
nu:i who clainu that ho was injured by 
being thrown forward on the horn of 
his saddle, he said: The number of such 
instances is so large as to indicate that 
thoso saddles were very dangerous con. 
trivanccs.

Mr. Cleveland 
saunot mean literally that he will not 
sign a single bill without reading it. 
He is opposed, however, to hastening 
the day of adjournment of Congress, 
ind has repeatedly warned those mem- 
bers who call upon him that he cannot 
[>e hurried with the examination of 
measures, and that he must devote 
time to thoso bills which require it. 


Much interest is felt in the President's 


disposal of the Fitz-John Porter bill, 
which is at last through both Houses of 
Congress again. Gen. Logan was as 
earnest in bis fight against the measure 
on Thursday while making a three 
hours speech, as he was when he talked 
for three days on' the subject as many 
years ago. 
Gen. Porter's friends ex- 


press great confidence that the Presi- 
dent will sign tho bill; and a good 
many of his opponents arc so tired of 
a twenty-five years siege against him 
that they too hope that Mr. Cleveland 
will restore him to the army and place 
him on the retired list by his approval.

ail loose, and DrayUm threw tlie helm 
vcv.
